CIA Briefing of Foreign Service Inspection 
Corps 


1 . Xou will recall that on 19 January 1955 a half-day 
conference was arranged for members of the Foreign Service 
Inspection Corps, Papal inert of State.

3. Mr. Frank Wiener, Mr. Richard Helms, and Mr. Thomas 
Karamessines are also invited to discuss the topics which they 
covered during the previous conference. During the meeting 
with Mr. Miller and Mr. Biggs it was suggested that each speaker 
allow a few moments at the conclusion of his talk for questions.
